Access 
is by troil, airplane or boat. 



SR - Scenic Rivers - Maintoin and enhance the outstandingly 
remarkoble values of river segments vhich qualify the river 
to be classified a Scenic River. Shorelines are lorgely 
undeveloped but may be accessible in places by roads. 

Timber harvesting is limited by the obility of the landscape 
to visually absorb the activity.
